Before today’s session began 
in Hoffa’s jury tampering trial, 
the Teamsters president loudly 
renewed his 
attack that the 
government was “like the Ges­ 
tapo” in spying on him. H i s 
charges were made in a hall­ 
way near Wilson’s courtroom. 


When Wilson took his place 
on the bench, he said he had 
heard Hoffa in the hallways 
outside his courtroom, despite 
closed doors. 


“Something has to be done to 
protect the jury” from noise, 
Wilson said. The jury had not 
entered the room at the time. 


“Let’s discontinue these ex­ 
tremely loud arguments both 
inside and outside the court," 
Wilson told Hoffa and his at­ 
torneys who remained seated at 


the defense table.

The raise would bring the 
millage rate to nine. Last year 
real estate taxes were raised by 
half a mill. 


Milton Berkes, superintendent 
and chairman of the board of 
supervisors, said that a one-mill 
raise would bring in $55,231.55, 
and would cost the average tax­ 
payer about $3 a year. 


The proposed budget includes 
raises for all the township’s sal 
aried employes, and a new pen 
sion plan for the employes who 
do not come under the police 
pension plan. 


The raises will affect 38 full 
time and 14 part-time employes 
and will cost the township $9, 
OOO a year. The pension plan 
will be the first one ever adopt­ 
ed by the township, and will pro­ 
vide employes with more than 
50 per cent of their salary when 
they retife. 


The pension plan will cost the 
township $5,000 a year. 
The biggest raise is for the po­ 


lice chief, whose pay will go up 
$400 to $8,000 a year. Berkes will 
not get a raise since his salary 
is fixed by the Falls Township 
auditors. 


$765,444 Budget 


The total budget is $765,444, 
compared with $803,720.79 last 


year. However, F a l l s had to 
borrow $160,000 last year to cov­ 
er an unexpected deficit, and 
this money must now be repaid. 


It is largely this loan that 
makes the tax raise necessary, 
Berkes said. 


The deficit was caused by a 


$40,000 drop in 
receipts 
the anticipated figure. Of this, 
$22,000 was lost because of a 
weighing machine.

Despite a plea by three Nesh­ 
aminy School District adminis­ 
trators that proposed teaching 
salary hikes are still too low, 
the 
Neshaminy 
Joint 
School 
Board last night by a 26-4 vote 
approved a pay plan 
which 
raises the minimum salary $700 
to $4,950. 


Dr. Esther Wenrich, elemen­ 
tary supervisor, stated that sa­ 
laries have “not been in the 
competitive market for a year.” 
Although the increase to $4,950 
will be “somewhat competitive” 
with other districts in Lower 
Bucks, she said, she was con­ 
cerned that the schedule does 
not provide another increase for 
teachers until the third year, 
when it goes to $5,150.

Civil Rights Demonstrators Dragged 
From In Front Of Restaurant In Md.

Police dragged away 16 civil 
rights dem onstrators at Annap­ 
olis, 
Md., last night for re­ 
fusing to leave a restaurant 
that declined to serve them. 
The demonstrators fell limp 
on the sidewalk in front of the 
restaurant and most of them 
had to be carried or dragged 
bodily from the scene. 
They sang during the hour 
they spent in jail before they 
were released on bonds of $54 
each. 
The demonstrators were part 
of a group of about 400 intcgra 
tionists who marched on the 
Maryland capital to protest tac­ 
tics of police in last week’s ra ­ 
cial violence at Princess Anne 
when 300 Negro college students 
clashed with state troopers last 
week.

The Red agent was given the 
name of “ Goleniewski” after 
arriving in this country with 
his wife to conceal his true 
identity. He was understood to 
be living somewhere in New 
York and has provided much 
information to U.S. intelligence.
